A GOOD WORD FOR THE ARMY, 


GENERAL MILES PRAISES THE 


WAR SECRETARY. 


Says There is Already a Vast Chnnfy 


in the Department—General 


Otis All Right. 


New York, Aug. 24.—Gen. Nelson 


A. Miles said to the Philadelphia 
correspondent of the Tribune: 


"The new secretary of war is a man 


of business. As a result very differ- 
int conditions already exist. 
The 


interests of the country have de- 
manded a vigorous prosecution of the 
war in the Philippines; now they will 
lave it. 


"I know nothing about a change 


of commanders on the islands. My 
command of the army aas nothing 
o do with administration. As majoi 
general commanding, I am leapon- 
iible for the health and discipline of 
lie army. Both are in excellent con- 
dition. 


General Otis is a fine officer. That 


ins been demonstrated by the splen- 
did morale of the army in its health 
and its efficiency in the field in the 
Philippines. 


'•The inadequate force to meet the 


requirements has been the cause of 
somewhat abating the results which 
lave been achieved. Our army, not- 
withstanding the vast superiority of 
:he enemy in numbers, has been vic- 
torious in every engagement. 
The 


army may be large and valiant 
enough to defeat an enemy quadru- 
ple its size, but it takes additional 
force to hold the towns in an enemy's 
country and to cover lines of commu- 
nication. 


About 20 per cent, of our army 


under any conditions is practically 
nuctive, owing to various duties 
bout the camp and in hospitals, 
ransportation, sickness and various 
ther causes. 


Much embarrassment

nemy with food and munitions of 
ar by their friends in Manila and 
long Kong, not to speak of encour- 
gement from their friends in the 
Jnitcd States.

It was to 
lie effict that Colonel Sandherr said 
lie Dreyfus family offeied him 150,- 
K>0 i nines on co.ulition that he 
vould cleai Dmyiub. 


Maitre Demange, for the defense, 
ispof-ed of this allegation by reari- 
ng: the actual note on the subject 
wutton by Sandherr, theieby pioviiu* 
l>at the colonel's remarks had been 
istorted, Dreyfus' biothei having 
illy said: 


We are convinced of the inno- 


ence of our brother and will spend 
ur entire fortune to discover the 
ruth." 
The testimony of the first witness 
f the day, M. Linolle, a former offi- 
ial of the government, was also in 
avor of Dreyfus, as it was in direct 
ontradiction of what M. Du Bnteil 
eposed yesterday regarding the al- 
;ged intimacy of Dreyfus with the 
erman attache, at the house of M. 
odson, a mutual friend. 


A WITNESS WILTED. 


The president of the couit then 
ailed the next witness, Colonel Mau- 
el, who was president of the Dreyfus 
ourt martial in 1894. 
Complete silence fell upon the court 
s the infantry sergeant, who wns 
cting: as usher, conducted Colonel 
laurel to the witness bar. 
The col- 


nel was attired in a black frock coat 
nd wore the red ribbon of the legion 
f honor at his button hole. His hair 
s gray and he has a ragged, iron 
rey mustache. 
His face showed 


nxiety. As M. Labori lashed him 
with pointed questions, the colonel 
.esitated and then answered in a 
hort, choppy manner, and when M. 
abort finally disposed of him the 
witness leTt the platform with the 


ale face and scared look of a man 


who had awakened from a night- 
n are. 


DREW OUT A CONFESSION. 


Counsel had drawn from the colo- 
el a confession that the secret dos- 
ier was communicated to the judges 
f the court martial of 1894 by Colo- 
lel Du Paty de Clam. 


This avowal produced a sensation 
n court and Maurel's declaration 
hat he only read one of the docu- 
ments did not affect the main fact, 
while his protestation that the read- 
ng of the document had no effect up- 
n him, as his mind was already 
made up, was nullified by his subse- 


uent declaration that this one docu- 
ment sufficed to convince him. 


M. Labori then put a series of 


iearching questions to General Mcr-

"The inadequate force to meet tho 
cquirements has been the cause of 
omewhat abating the results which 
lave been achieved. Our army, not- 
withstanding the vast superiority of 
he enemy in numbers, has been vic- 
arious in every engagement.

rmy may bo large 
and valiant 


iiough to defeat an enemy quadru- 
>le its size, but it takes additional 
orce to hold tho towns in an enemy's 
ountry and to cover lines of commu- 
ii cation. 
"About 20 per cent, of our nrmy 
indcr nny conditions is practically 
mictive, owing to various duties 
bout the camp and In hospitals, 
ransportation, sickness and various 
ther causes.

THE PRISONER MAKES A GOOD 


IMPRESSION.

A WITNESS WILTED.

DREW OUT A CONFESSION. 


Counsel had drawn from the colo- 


icl n confession that the secret d os- 
ier was communicated to the judges 
i£ the court martial of 1894 by Colo- 
lel Dn Pnty de Clam. 


This avowal produced a sensation 
n court and -Mnurel's declaration 
hat he only read one of the docu- 
nnnts did not affect the main fact, 
vhile his protestation that the renti- 
ng of the document had no effect up- 
m him, as his mind was already 
nade up, was null! tied by ins subse- 
[ueut declaration that this one docu- 
ment sufficed to convince him. - 


M. Labor! then put n series of 


searching questions to General Mcv- 
cler, with reference to the communi- 
cation of the secret dossier for the 
court martial and his attitude in 
1894 and an interesting scene en- 
sued.

Knjor Cuer testified to a conversa-

FOR PRIVATE REASONS. 


Replying to the government com- 


missary, M. Roche declared that Gen- 
eral Bilot, who was then minister of 
war, told him he must cease to in 
terest himself in Esterhazy, "not 
only for private reasons but for other 
•ensons still more peremptory" (sen- 
sation). 


M. Labori insisted upon 
having 


further details of 
General 
Bilot's 


statement. 


The witness said he could not re- 


call the exact words of the minister, 
but their effect then was such that 
he felt under a moral obligation to 
cease to interest himself in Ester- 
hazy. 


After a brief suspension of the ses: 


sion, M. De Veruine. special com- 
missary of the minister of war, de- 
posed that Colonel Picquart was de- 
termined to have Esterhazy watched. 
Witness informed General Gonse and 
the latter was advised to continue the 
investigation discreetly 


On several occasions, witness con- 


tinued, Esterhazy was seen entering 
the German embassy, always openly, 
but dressed in civilian clothes. 


M. De Veruine saw Esterhazy en- 


ter the German embassy October 23. 
1897. 
He stayed there an hour nnd 


drove to the Credit Foncier, whence 
he went to the office of Ln Pntrie.
